The new bus line will be the 
first to connect east and west 
Menlo Park, without the neces- 
sity of a transfer in Palo Alto.

Text of the “memo’’ follows: 

“This is to let you know that 
the City Council, at its regular 
meeting on Nov. 12 agreed to 
underwrite any losses up to 
$5,000 for a six months expeii- 
mental period for an east-west 
bus service in Menlo Park, be- 
ginning Monday, Dec. 2. 

“As you probably know, the 
Peninsula Transit Lines had re- 
ceived State Public Utilities 
Commission permission to 
abandon ‘‘Route 5” which cov- 
ered the West Menlo area. The 
city was asked if it were inter- 


ested in extending and improv- 


ing the service on a trial basis. 
Surprisingly enough, we have 
received scores of letter and 
phone calls urging us to keep 
a bus service going. Some of 
you might be surprised to learn 
that many residents of the 
West Menlo area indicated they 
wanted to shop in downtown 
Menlo Park. 


“This will be the first 
cross town bus service we 
have had. Never before could 
someone in Menlo Park ride 
a bus to the Library, to the 
Burgess Park swimming ‘pool 
or to visit Sunset Magazine. 


“Here is a brief desription of 
the route: 


“WEST: Starting at the Chamber 
of Commerce office; north on Mer- 
rill to Oak Grove; left on El Ca- 
mino; right on Santa Cruz; left on 
University Drive to Middle; right on 
Middle to Olive; right on Olive to 
Oakdell; left on Oakdell to Santa 
Cruz; across Santa Cruz and left on 
Sharon to the Alameda; right on the 
Alameda to Valparaiso; right on 
Valparaiso to ange; right on 
Orange to Santa Cruz; left on Santa 
Cruz to the Chamber of Commerce 
Building (Southern Pacific Depot). 
And then— 

“EAST: West on Santa Cruz to 
El Camino; left on El Camino to 
Ravenswood; left on Ravenswood to 
Laurel; right on Laurel to Waverley; 
left on Waverley to Willow Road; 
left on Willow to Middlefield (This 
is the transfer point to Palo Alto). 
East on Willow to Gilbert; right on 
Gilbert to Menalto; left on Menalto 
to Durham; left on Durham to Wil- 
low; right on Willow to Ivy Drive; 
left on Ivy Drive to Almanor; left 
on Almanor to Newbridge; left on 
Newbridge to Willow; right on Wil- 
low to retum to

And a serious fire was dis- 
covered about two weeks ago, 
according to Dump District 
Board Chairman Ira Bonde. 

Minutes of the dump dis- 
trict board’s most recent 
meeting also reveal that 
around the clock work by 
district employees was suffi- 
cient in amount to require 
authorization of special over- 
time.

A reply since has been re- 
ceived from the BAAPCD 
which explained and mitigated 
the language of the original no- 
tice, Bonde declared. 

Meantime, the fires at the 
dump site during October and 
November have had other re- 
sulis. At one point, the pump 
which the district maintains to 
secure water from the Menlo 
Park Sanitary District sewage 
treatment plan broke down be- 
cause of long and continued op- 
eration. 

It was decided that over- 
time for fighting the fires 
should be subject to the ap- 


proval of the operations su- 
perintendent, Frank Bene 
vento. 


Most of the fires, Bonde said, 
start underground and are the 
result of spontaneous ignition. 
If not promptly detected they 
can spread through a wide ar- 
ea at the district’s Marsh Road 
dump. 

One such fire several years 
ago involved something like 15 
acres and burned for several 
weeks. 

But that was before the dis- 
trict took over operation of 
the dump. 

Since then, equipment on 
the ground and better knowl- 
edge of how to deal with such 
fires has made it possible to 
get them extinguished in about 
10 hours, Bonde said.

Dropped by Board Maneuver 


The dropping of Mrs. Helen 
Kerwin and William J. Platt 
from the San Mateo County 
School District Organization 
Committee has been called 
“cowardly” by Platt and possi- 
bly illegal by Mrs. Kerwin. 

A ruling on the action will 
be sought from the district at- 
torney, it was indicated. 

The action came last week 
at a meeting of representa- 
tives from every school dis- 
trict in the county. ‘The trus- 
tee representatives meet 
yearly and have the power 
to fill committee vacancies 
— or to cut committee size. 


The dropping of Mrs. Ker- 
win of Atherton, Platt of Menlo 
Park and Donald Galbraith of 
Burlingame left the committee 
with eight members — which, 
County Supt. of Schools James 
‘Tormeny said, was contrary to 
state law. It says that «such 
county committees must be an 
“odd number.” The minimum 
is five and the maximum is 11. 

The action, in effect, 
strengthens the hand of indi- 
vidual school boards when 
the time comes to make final 
decisions about school dis- 
trict unification plans, 

The county committee, when 
it is making a decision about 
unification of a specific area, i 
augmented by the school 
boards who each possess one 
joint vote. 

The change in committee 
membership gives school 
boards more opportunity to 
outvote the county committee. 

Representing the Ravens- 
wood City School District at 
the trusteee representative 
was Mrs. Margaret Cochrane, 
a supporter of the 11-mem- 
ber system. 

“The action taken is debata- 
ble,” she said later. “It will 
put things into turmoil until a 
legal opinion is available. It’s 
most unfortunate.” 

She pointed out that an ef- 
fort to reduce committee size 
had been expected. “I was sur- 
prised it had this much sup- 
port,” Mrs. Cochrane said. 

The local trustees said that 
the committee-reduction sup- 
porters had met in what 
amounted to a secret caucus 
before the meeting. 

Those who backed retention 
of the 1l-member system 
“were never told” about the 
caucus, she said. 

Platt said that he favors a 
county committee “‘of a size to- 
ward the upper end of the 
range permitted by law, name- 
ly, nearer 11 than five mem- 
bers. I do so to give greater 
weight in augmented commit- 
tee voting to those who have 
studied the educational needs 
of children of the whole coun- 
ty — not just those of a single 
district.” 

Platt said he questioned the 
wisdom of cutting he commit- 
tee size at this time, since this 
is the final year of four years 
in planning for unified dis- 
tricts.

The lot is situated in a land 
classification area which calls 
for single-family residences on 
lots of a minimum size of 
20,000 square feet.

And three years ago, the lot 


which will be the subject of 
Monday night’s hearing was 
the subject of an identical re- 
quest by the Peninsula Volun- 
teers. 

The PV’s were turned down 
by the planning commission at 


the time, and subsequently de- 


veloped a “retirement housing” 
complex at 829 Partridge Ave. 
The proposed development 

would provide 20 studio and 
29 one-bedroom apartments, 
including kitchens, for mar- 
ried and single tenants. Rent- 
al would also include two 
meals per day, six days each 
week. Preliminary estimates 
indicate a monthly rental 
range, including meals, from 
approximately $275 to $350. 

In addition to a dining room, 
plans also include a lounge, 
TV room, sauna bath, library 
and social or meeting rooms. 

Each apartment would fea- 
ture a balcony or garden. The 
design calls for the latest com- 
fort and safety features, includ- 
ing radiant heating, sound- 
proofing, bathroom guard rails, 
carpeting and draperies. Week- 
ly cleaning service will also be 
included and additional maid 
service available by special ar- 
rangement. 

The property is located adja- 
cent to the St. Raymond’s 
School and church and is with- 
in easy walking distance to the 
Menlo Medical Clinic, down- 
town Menlo Park shopping, 
Little House, several other 
churches, and most community 
services. 


Total cost of the project is 
estimated at $600,000. 

Plans prepared by Smith- 
Waldron, Architects, of Menlo 
Park and San Francisco, pro- 
vide for a park-like setting with 
a tree-lined private drive off 
Santa Cruz Avenue. The two- 
story living units would face 
an interior landscaped court- 
yard with covered walkways to 
the central dining and recrea- 
tion facilities. A covered park- 
ing area is provided for at the 
rear of the property. 

The developers emphasized 
that the proposed development 
would cater to both married 
couples and single people who 
are in good health and are self- 
sufficient, but who may wish to 
compliment their independence 
by living in a retirement com- 
munity designed especially for 
their needs.

‘How to Plan and Pay 
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hes We See It: 


City’s Future Can Be 
One of Two Kinds 


Within the next couple of months, the Menlo Park 
Planning Commission will find itself studying a whole host 
of ideas, concerning the makeup of the city of the future. 

Soon to be activated is a citizens’ committee to study 
a general plan for development. Beyond this, there are 
pressures from several directions, all of which have change 
in the detail of the city’s makeup as their results. 

In the case of the latter pressures, we refer to the con- 
tinuing efforts to change zoning in the city’s one “garden 
estate” zone, efforts to get a formula for “high rise” develop- 
ment put together, various resubdivision schemes which 
might allow as many as four multiple-family dwelling units 
on what's now a single-family lot, and the like. 

We’re not sure that all of this is necessary or desirable. 

Most people moved to Menlo Park because they liked 
—thought they liked — “Country living” as that phrase is 
understood in Menlo Park. 

Through the years, however, it has been noticed that a 
lot of money can be made out of this “country living” if 
the person so living sells his property at the right time, 
“redevelops” it, subdivides it, or manages to get it reclassi- 
fied for another use. ; 

There can be no quarrel with legitimate profit-making 
as such, or the fact that as people grow older large lots 
become less attractive and apartments becore more so, 
or that commercial evolution demands that more space be 
devoted to that use and that this inevitably displaces resi- 
dential areas. 

Still, there was something nice about the Menlo Park 
of 100 years ago, that attracted people here. 

It was a nice kind of community in the years which 
immediately followed World War II, too. It was so nice, 
in fact, that it attracted the thousands that have settled 
here since. 

But these thousands have brought with them “pres- 
sures.” 

These pressures are for a more intense use of the land 
— which means, in general terms, more people per square 
acre of land and more acommodations for them, per square 
acre. 

Should the community accede to these pressures? 
Or should it resist them, remaining much as it is 
today? 

If we feel that the former course should be taken, we 
have two choices: We can let down all barriers and ap- 
proze rezonings, resubdivisions, etc., etc., in a haphazard 
fashion, or an orderly fashion based on growing population, 
property value and traffic congestion. 

If we feel that the latter course is the proper one for 
the future of Menlo Park, we can surely hold the line. 

You think we can’t? 

Take a look at Atherton! Through the year, through 
careful husbanding of their community’s most valuable 
resource — “country living as it’s known in Atherton” — 
they've managed to stave off commercial interests, apart- 
ment builders, assorted subdividers who would like to sub- 
divide areas into living sites of less than an acre, and the 
rest of the tribe. 

What the outcome of the forthcoming general plan 
discussions will be, is problematical at this point. 

The point of this disquisition is, it can go either way. 
The forces are available to make this so.

Portola Valley 
Concern Justified 


Thinking residents of Portola Valley are understand- 
ably concerned about the future development of their unin- 
corporated area. 

As one of the last “open space” regions of the Mid- 
peninsula, the Valley is in the direct path of various and 
formidable pressures that can definitely threaten its rural 
character. 

The population flow, the bordering influx of the linear 
accelerator and other Stanford land developments, the big 
question mark over the former Neylan estate and other 
large, undeveloped land holdings — these are some of the 
salient problems facing those who seek a creative and 
realistic plan for the future. 

The Action Group for Local Control in Portola Valley 
last week filed notice of intention to circulate incorporation 
petitions after valiant and exhaustive efforts in the annex- 
ation arena. The move came on the heels of Woodside’s 
veto of the annex petition. 

That Woodside mayor and one councilman bucked the 
majority and another councilman admitted that “they've 
put up a good argument” certainly indicates there’s much 
merit in the Valley case. 

Nonetheless, after all their well-researched study of 
annexation and waiting on Woodside, the Portolans found 
themselves at sea again — with a county planning study in 
the wind as the nearest hope for directing their sails. 

Then, too, a new wrinkle had appeared in the form of 
a county agency called the Local Agencies Commission. 
From all accounts, this group set up by State law has the 
final and irrevocable decision over all annexation and in- 
corporation petitions. 

For lack of a fifth member, the commission was in- 
operable last week when the Valley group made its move, 
ostensibly to “get under the wire.” 

We can hardly blame their haste, considering the 
rather vague atmosphere of the situation. The nature and 
scope of the new commission’s power and the practical 
effect of the valley planning study are things yet to be fully 
realized. 

Meantime, the pressures remain like anxious ingenues 
in the wings. And unethical developers haven't lost their 
thirst for a relatively open area with its planning in a state 
of flux.

City-Making Related to Identity 


Recently, as the San Mateo 
County Historical Museum was 
moved to new quarters on the 
College Heights campus of the 
College of San Mateo, this 
newspaper published a series 
of articles on the museum and 
on a new county history author- 
ed by its director, Dr. Frank 
Stanger. 

The history is a good and sig- 
nificant one and among its 
most interesting features is a 
chapter which deals with the 
history of the incorporation of 
the county’s several communi- 
ties. 

And near the end of this 
chapter Dr. Stanger poses an 
interesting question: 

“Where the city - making 
seeds will sprout next is any- 
body’s guess. There are whis- 
pers that it might be La Hon- 
da, deep in the San Gregorio 
Valley, a resort as well as a 
lumber and ranching center 
since the 1870’s. Or might 
it be among the crowding 
cottages on Kings Mountain? 
Or in Ravenswood? Or Pes. 
cadero? It could even be in 
some so far unsuspected 
spot — one that is now open 
pasture land.” 

Incorporation, it would seem 
from reading Dr. Stanger’s 
book, has largely been a mat- 
ter of “preserving community 


identity” — a thing that seem- 
ed to be of real importance in 
recent years as more people 
have moved to the Peninsula 
and subdividers have appeared 
in ever-growing numbers. 

There was a more leisurely 
time before that — which saw 
the incorporation of most of 
the county’s existing cities in- 
cluding Menlo Park and Ath- 
erton. But these two communi- 
ies incorporated before the cry, 
“preserve community identi- 
ty,” was heard loudly uttered 
in other parts of the county, 
these two areas also had that 
identity and _ incorporation 
came as a sort of an after- 
thought. 

Of course, it wasn’t that easy 
to start with. 

For those who came in late 
and who aren’t acquainted 
with the remote political his- 
tory of the south county it 
might be worth recounting: 

It was in 1874 that Menlo 
Park first was incorporated — 
for the purpose, mainly, of set- 
ting up a drainage district for 
the installation of mains which 
carry water from low spots in 
the city. 

To finance this it was neces- 
sary to include within the city 
limits some of the estates of 
the Atherton area to take ad- 
vantage of their high valuation 


for the tax base. 


But as soon as the drains 
were in the town council ceas- 
ed to meet and incorporation 
went by default. 


Apparently a lot of commu- 
nity pride remained, though. 
How far it extended geograph- 
ically in any direction is a pret- 
ty moot point. But when a wa- 
ter system was extended to the 
downtown area of Menlo Park 
in the late 1890's, thus making 
an effective volunteer fire de- 
partment possible, there seems 
to have been no question that 
it would be called the “Menlo 
Park” fire department. 

Even in the case of reli- 
gion, the loyalty to the “Men- 
lo Park” name appears to 
have extended. 

The Menlo Park Presbyter- 
ian Church (the “Church of 
the Pioneers,” not the present 
edifice) was built in 1874 also. 
And ever since, it’s been call- 
ed the “Menlo Park Presbyter- 
ian Church.” There’s been no 
hedging — not even a sugges- 
tion that it be called the “First 
Presbyterian Church of Menlo 
Park” or some similar hint 
that it isn’t the only one and 
the original. 

There’s the Menlo Park PTA, 
too. Its organization pre-dates 
the actual incorporation of the 


city by a few years and it was 
activated at a time when the 
city had but one school. 

Even today it’s known as the 
Menlo Park PTA as a unit and 
although there are now five 
schools in the district, the ac- 
tivities of all of them are over- 
seen by a “coordinating coun-.. 
cil” which meets weekly with 
local school people. 

Mayhe it’s because Menlo 
Park is one of the older com- 
munities on the Peninsula— 
having some few old build- 
ings and possibly what pass 
for community traditions — 
that loyalty such as this was 
generated many years ago. 

Perhaps the erection of a 
gate by the town’s founders, 
Dennis Oliver and D. C. Me- 
Glynn, and the subsequent con- 
struction of a railroad depot 
with the same name on it as 
that on the founders’ gate, real- 


‘ly set the stage. 


“Loyalty” as such may have 
gone out of fashion, but appar- 
ently people who have lived 
here like to remember the ex- 
perience with fond recollec- 
tion. : 

Some years ago the Revorder 
conducted a survey to find out 
how many ‘“Menlos” or “Menlo 
Parks” there were in the Unit- 
ed States. 


It turned out that there were 
six — besides this one there’s 
Thomas Edison’s lab site in 
New Jersey, one in Georgia, 
add muni report .... gal 10 ...... z 
one in Kansas and, among the 
others, one in Washington 
state. 

Letters written to postmas- 
ters of these places generally 
turned up the fact that the 
present generation of resi- 
dents had little idea of how 
the places were named or 
who named them. 


It appeared to be the gen- 
eral consensus that they were 
named after the New Jersey 
Menlo Park. 


This wasn’t true in the case 
of the Washington state “Men- 
lo’ ‘though. That one very 
frankly was named by a for- 
mer resident of Menlo Park, 
Calif., after the town he’d lived 
in for a time. 

All in all, it might be said 
that Menlo Park has done bet- 
ter than most communities at 
the business of “preserving 
community identity.” 

The roots of this go back a 
long way — much preceding 
formal incorporation of the ci- 
ty as a political entity. 

And loyalty, though out of 
fashion, has had a great deal 
to do with this.

opening remarks stressed the 
fact that the meeting was 
neither political nor aimed 
at any suggestion of a “su- 
per government.” 

The business opened on the 
subject of “Sanitary Sewers.” 
John B. Harrison, executive of- 
ficer of the Regional Water 
Pollution Control Board, stres- 
sed the need to enforce laws 
which can force every city now 
discharging into the bay to 
spend millions of dollars for 
second treatment! plant facili- 
ties. 

Some panel speakers were 
critical of the state board’s ap- 
proach to the problems.

Affairs of State: 


State, County Fairs Seen Vital 
To Continuing Adult Education

We Americans are learning 
the hard way that education is 
a never-ending process. From 
the day one of us first opens 
his eyes on this world to that 
when he last closses them, he 
is being educated. But too 
many of us still think of edu- 
cation as something which 
ought to be confined to the 
formative years of childhood 
and youth. 

How much this restricted 
view needs to be expanded was 
well expressed at the meeting 
of the Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee on Fairs Allocation 
and Classification recently held 
in San Francisco. 

Prominent educators, experi- 
enced in fair matters, told the 
committee that education is the 
primary function of all Califor- 
nia fairs, including the 71 
maintained by districts and 
counties, but that they should 
be helped to broaden this func- 
tion for the benefit of all resi- 
dents. 

The commitiee was re- 

minded that the fairs have 
more than proved their effi- 
ciency in agricultural educa- 
tion. Our California agricul- 
ture has grown until it is a 
$3 billion giant, which tops 
the nation in physical volume 
and dollar value. Yet this 
success has been achieved in 
the face of a persistent de- 
cline in the number of farm 
workers and the acreage de- 
voted to crops or livestock. 

One expert in vocational edu- 
cation told the meeting: 

“Nowhere in the world is 
there an agricultural industry 
more productive—and nowhere 
in the world is there a system 
of fairs as we fave in our 
state.” 

He pointed out that the job 
of meeting the demands for 
ever greater skill in all lines 
is a tough one, and that if we 
do not do it properly, our whole 
economy will falter. 

“As educational institutions, 
our Fairs should join in a sus- 


tained effort to contribute to 
other occupations the steady, 
constructive learning that 
have been so beneficial to agri- 
culture,” he continued. 

The -educators were unani- 
mous in cautioning that needed 
expansion of fair educational 
functions in the fields of indus- 
try, business and science should 
not be provided at the expense 
of agricultural training. To do 
so would threaten our farm 
pre-eminence, they warned. 

Instead, it was recommended 
that fairs make it a primary 
function to carry the fully story 
of agriculture to urban centers, 
to tell city-dwellers how de- 
pendent they are on its well- 
being, and how much it bene- 
fits everybody. 

The committee received a 
preliminary staff report on 
efforts to enlist greater busi- 
ness and industrial participa- 
tion in the educational func- 
tions of fairs. 

Much interest is evident, and 
there is apparently a consider- 
able wealth of informational 
materials which could be made 
available, but many practical 
problems are foreseen, which 
must be carefully worked out. 
The advisability of setting up a 
statewide committee of busi- 
ness leaders to spearhead a suit- 
able program was suggested. 


Fair spokesmen said that 
some individual fairs had met 
with some success in attracting 
industrial exhibits of an edu- 
cational type, but it was agreed 
that a strong, effective state- 
wide program is_ probably 
necessary to benefit even just 
the larger fairs. 


Only one fair, Los Angeles 
Museum of Science and Indus- 
try, has been successful in at- 
tracting major exhibits, but the 
museum might be able to help 
other fairs. 

In closing the meeting, the 
committee adopted a nine-point 
study program for its report to 
the 1965 session. 


to find the answers that will 
assist all cities. 

Going a step further, Super- 
visor Fitzgerald is already ar- 
ranging a meeting of the 
boards ‘of supervisors of San 
Mateo, Santa Clara and Alame- 
da counties for mid-December 
to discuss the problems facing 
all three counties. 

“Refuse Disposal,” anoth- 
er subject strictly county- 
wide in scope, opened with 
Keynoter William J. Phillips 
of the Orange County board 
of supervisors, who told of 
the model program in effect 
in his county. 

He pointed out his county 
operated all dump sites on con- 
tract with cities for pick-up. 
No fees are charged for dump- 
ing, he said, because it is a 
service to all the people. ’For- 
tunately,” he added, “we have 
acquired government land in 
the mountains at little or no 
cost.” Fill and cover is pro- 
viding sites for future golf 
courses and playgrounds. 

With a master plan already 
completed, San Mateo County 
is ready to proceed on the ac- 
quiring of dump sites, also aim- 
ed at providing future recrea- 
tional areas. This program calls. 
for ultimately discontinuing 
the present bay fill plan and 
going to the canyons of the 
hill areas. Whether or not the 
county will be included as a 
single refuse disposal district 
has not been decided, but this 
is expected to be worked out 
in later city-county discussions. 

“Bay Fill,” a subject of 
many headlines in recent 
weeks, was a lively topic for 
discussion. Wilber E. Smith, 
director of the Association of 
Bay Area Governments, pro- 
mised little help to San Ma- 
teo County in its battle to 
head off a proposed legisla- 
ture interim committee rec- 
ommendation for a_ three- 
year moratorium. 

His main theme apparently 
centered on the need for com- 
plete Bay Area planning, not 
only on fill and development 
of the tidelands, but for recre- 
ation, etc. 

County Manager E. R. Stal- 
lings and panel members, on 
the other hand, pointed out 
that San Mateo County and 
many cities have master plans 
in this field and do not need a 
state agency to make the deci- 
sions. It was generally agreed 
that a definition of the bay it- 
self should be established. 

Assemblyman Carl A. Brit 
schgi of Redwood City said the 
original regulations as set 
forth in the moratorium bill 
would have prevented the fill- 
ing of any lot east of El Cami- 
no Real. 

County and city officials will 
continue to oppose any mora- 
torium, with the next f ex- 
pected to come next spring if 
Governor Brown agrees [to re- 
quest to place the matter on 
the agenda at the special ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

Senator Randolph Collier 
of Yreka, “father of the state 
highway program,’ minced 
no words when he warned his 
audience that if coordinated 
plans are not worked out in 
all counties for proper ex-

penditures of the new one- 
cent gas tax money he would 
ask the legislature to step in 
and set all the rules. 

He made it plain that this 
money was to meet the defici- 
encies in local road needs and 
it was up to local governments 
to see that the most critical 
problems were met in order 
of importance. 


He urged consolidation of 
county and cities money to get 
the job done properly. 

Councilman Wallace Benson 
pleaded for cooperative efforts 
on the part of all cities, but so 
far only four cities have agreed 
to the pooling of funds. Forma- 
tion of a Greater Highway 
Committee is under way by the 
board and the individual cities, 
and through this group it is 
hoped a joint program can be 
worked out that will bring con- 
struction of the first stage of 
the highway master plan by 
1971. 

A county district for mass 
transportation was urged by 
State Senator Richard J. Dol- 
wig, the keynoter. 

Cities were asked to send 
resolutions supporting the 
board of supervisors appeal to 


the governor asking him to 
place the subject on the agen- 
da for the special session. A 
bill establishing a county-wide 
transit district was vetoed by 
the governor this fall. 

Supervisor William M. Wer- 
der, the moderator, said no 
type of system has been pro- 
posed specifically but that all 
possibilities should be studied. 
It was generally agreed that to 
be successful it must tie in 
with the Bay Area Rapid Tran- 
sit system and also must in- 
clude Santa Clara County. No 
property taxes would be used 
for this study. 

A new state law allows funds 
from a motor vehicle in lieu 
tax to be used for rapid transit 
district studies. 

A ‘proposed convention cen- 
ter and hotel tax discussion 
found several differences of 
opinion. Supervisor T. Louis 
Chess, the keynoter, pointed to 
the benefits that would result 
to all phases of the business 
and economic life of the coun- 
ty. He stressed the need of the 
center for cultural use by the- 
atrical and musical groups and 
man yother or; ganizations.

Such a study had already been incorporated into our sched- 
ule. Futhermore, we fully realize that the Ukraine is an 
integral part of the Soviet Union and its influence in the 
U.N. Obviously, we realize the danger of limiting ourselves 
to one viewpoint and are conscientiously seeking diverse 


opinions on the Ukraine and on international policies. 

In past letters by Miss Wraga the Model U.N. Club 
has been accused of “political illiteracy,” “Confused think- 
ing,” “deceit,” “hypocrisy,” and “learning to hate the Ameri- 
can system and undermine the Constitution.” Most unjust 
of all was the accusation that we were indifferent to human 
suffering. The club has talked on non-political issues with 
several people who lived in and visited the Ukraine, and 
are keenly aware of the subjugation of the Ukrainian people.

‘Work Experience’ Program 
Opens in Sequoia HS District 


Work experience, difficult to 
come by for teenagers these 
days, is considered important 
enough by the Sequoia High 
School District so that they 
have built a program for stu- 
dents 16 and older. 

The program was formed 
during the 1959-1960 school 
year. Since that time students 
participating in the program 
have steadily increased. Nine- 
ty-two juniors and seniors par- 
ticipated in the program dur- 
ing the first year. In the fol- 
lowing years 123, 139, and 150 
students joined the program. 

Robert W. Poole, one of 
three district supervisors, said, 
“We've had about 100 signups 
so far this year, whereas there 
were approximately 75 at this 
time last year.” 

The other supervisors are 
Elbert Garcia and Raymond 
Heringer of Ravenswood. 

The program has some prob- 
lems to overcome. “There are 
never enovgh jobs to go around 
for these kids,’ said Robert 
Poole. Raymond Heringer is 
optimistic about the success 
of the program and feels the 
main setback is convincing em- 
ployers and trade unions of the 
program’s value. He has re- 
cently met with many local 
trade unions. He stated, ‘“Ap- 
prentices in some unions are 
on a two year waiting list.” 

Heringer said, “Some train- 
ing is possible at the schools, 
but we can’t keep up with the 
companies. Their machinery is 
too expensive. We can teach, 


-| for example, the use of a mill- 


ing machine, but not the pro- 
grammed equipment because 
of the cost. 

“U.S. labor statistics show 
that within our generation, two 
millions jobs—jobs we haven’t 
even heard of yet—will be cre- 
ated. There will be new oper- 
ations, new titles. How is edu- 
cation going to keep up?” 

In Sequoia Union High 
School District there are two 
types of work experience pro- 
grams in which students may 
enrill. The first type is the 
“General Work Experience” 
program. This program gives 
students supervision employee 
responsibility and teach him 
how to work conscientiously. 

The “Vocational Work Ex- 
perience” program is known 
also as the 44 plan because 
the student goes to school four 
hours and then works four 
hours at his job. 

Before a student is allowed 
to enter either of the programs 
he is screened by the district. 
He must be of junior or senior 
standing, or be 16 years old. 
He must be doing well in 
school. He must obtain a work 
permit if under eighteen. He 
must have permission from his 
parents and counselor. 

Poole said, “The boy or girl 
is judged upon non-school at- 
tributes also. . . . Attributes 
such as dress, punctuality, per- 


sonal responsibility, and de- 
pendability.” 
Poole also stated, ‘“Employ- 


ers do have an opportunity to 
screen the students for em- 
ployment. Employers may in- 
terview several students if they 
wish; the district has already 
helped by eliminating below- 
average students.”
